Six students have been suspended from St. 
Joseph High School following online 
threats in the wake of the city’s latest 
homicide. 

Grade 11 student Mishayla Rocque was 
one of the six whose suspension took 
effect Monday after she voiced anger in a 
threatening way over the death of her 
friend, 17-year-old Niko Arlia, who was 
stabbed during a youth party Jan. 9. 

“I just think they overlooked it and 
took it too far,” said Rocque yesterday. 
Rocque said she didn’t mean any harm by 
her post on Facebook, which read, “when I 
see them, they’re done.” 

But that sort of attitude is exactly what 
Edmonton police are warning against. 

“Youth will go onto the (social) network¬ 
ing sites and make comments and say 
whatever comes to mind, not recognizing 
the consequences,” said Sgt. Kelly Rosnau 
of the EPS School Resource Officer Unit, 
adding online comments have resulted in 
altercations and retaliation in the past.

Sarah Palin posted a nearly 
eight-minute video on her 
Faceboolc page early yester¬ 
day, accusing journalists 
and pundits of inciting ha¬ 
tred and violence in the 
wake of a deadly Arizona 
shooting that gravely 
wounded a U.S. congress- 
woman. 

Last spring, Palin target¬ 
ed Democratic Rep. 
Gabrielle Giffords’ district 
in Arizona as one of 20 that 
should be taken back. Palin 
has been criticized for 
marking each district with 
the cross hairs of a gun 
sight. 

In the video, the 2008 
Republican vice-presiden¬ 
tial candidate said vigorous 
debates are a cherished tra-

dition. But she said after 
the election, both sides 
find common ground, even 
though they disagree. 

“But, especially within 
hours of a tragedy unfold¬ 


ing, journalists and pun¬ 
dits should not manufac¬ 
ture a blood libel that 
serves only to incite the 
very hatred and violence 
they purport to condemn. 
That is reprehensible,” she 
said. 

The term “blood libel” is 
the false allegation that 
Jews kill non-Jews, espe¬ 
cially Christian children, to 
acquire blood for the 
Passover or other Jewish 
rituals, according to the 
Jewish Virtual Library. 

It has been used in other 
contexts, and Palin’s mean¬ 
ing was not clear. Her aides 
did not immediately re¬ 
spond to an email early 
yesterday.

Seal deal inked 
with China 


O Ottawa hopes new markets in Asia will offset losses 
from EU ban O Seal meat, oil to be exported

A new trade deal with Chi¬ 
na could see the world’s 
most populous country im¬ 
port Canadian seal meat 
and breathe new life into 
the ailing industry. 

Federal Fisheries Minis¬ 
ter Gail Shea announced 
the agreement yesterday in 
Beijing, where she is trying 
to promote Canadian 
seafood and seal products. 
She said the deal takes ef¬ 
fect today. 

“For Canada, sealing is 
about more than fur. The 
trade of other seal products 
represents a growing share 
of what is already a multi- 
million-dollar business,” 
Shea said. 

Cathy Towtongie, presi¬ 
dent of Nunavut Tunngavik 
Inc., an Inuit land-claims 
organization, welcomed 
the deal. “Inuit are always 
looking for new markets 
for our products,” she said 


in a statement. “NTI fully 
supports the proposed 
agreement.” 

But animal-rights ac¬ 
tivists argue that Canadian 
processors could have a 
hard time selling the prod¬ 
ucts in China. Rebecca Aid- 
worth, a Canadian 

spokeswoman for the Hu¬ 
mane Society of the United 


States, said she was in Chi¬ 
na in November to screen 
footage from last year’s seal 
hunt off eastern Canada, 
and noted rising opposition 
to the hunt. 

“I don’t believe there is 
any future for the Canadian 
sealing industiy in China,” 
she said from Montreal.

Linda Bird couldn’t believe 
it when agents from the 
U.S. Border Patrol at the 
crossing between Manito¬ 
ba and Minnesota told her 
she had illegal contraband 
in her car — and that she 
faced the possibility of a 
$300 fine. 


The unlawful property 
in question: A Kinder Sur¬ 
prise chocolate egg she 
had bought as a gift. Bird, 
a 48-year-old social-work 
student at the University 
of Manitoba, and her two 
sons were caught up in a 
random border search. 


The family was driving 
to Ontario to visit her two 
daughters and going 
through the United States, 
which is a shorter drive, 
Bird said. 

The incident happened 
in early December. The 
family was asked for iden¬ 


tification and then told to 
get out of the car and wait 
inside the U.S. Border Pa¬ 
trol offices. 

After 20 minutes, the 
U.S. officers came back 
and showed Bird what 
they’d found: The Kinder 
Surprise egg. 


“They told us it was pro¬ 
hibited,” she said. 

Then they handed her a 
list of prohibited items in 
the United States, escap¬ 
ing with just a warning. 

Bird thought no more 
about it until last week 
when she got a seven-page 


letter from U.S. Customs 
asking her if she wanted 
the egg back or if she was 
going to abandon any 
rights to it. Officials also 
informed her she could be 
liable for $250 in storage 
costs for the egg.

Summer rains sent tonnes 
of red mud and torrents of 
water rushing down moun¬ 
tainsides in towns outside 
Rio de Janeiro, killing at 
least 257 people in 24 
hours. Some clung to trees 
to save themselves. 

Rescuers used heavy ma¬ 
chinery, shovels and bare 
hands to dig through debris 
in a search for survivors. It 
was not clear how many 
people were rescued. At 
least 50 remained missing, 
and officials feared that fig¬ 


ure would rise. 

Heavy rains and mud¬ 
slides kill hundreds of peo¬ 
ple across Brazil each year. 
Especially punished are the 
poor, whose rickety homes 
are often built on steep in¬ 
clines with little in the way 
of foundations. 

Floodwatcrs continued 
to gush down the moun¬ 
tains yesterday, though the 
rainstorm had ended. Sur¬ 
vivors waded through 
waist-high water, carrying 
what belongings they 


could, trying to reach high¬ 
er ground. Many tried des¬ 
perately to find relatives. 

“There are so many dis¬ 
appeared — and so many 
that will probably never be 
found,” said Angela Marina 
de Carvalho Silva, who be¬ 
lieves she may have lost 15 
relatives to the flood, in¬ 
cluding five nieces and 
nephews. 

“There was nothing we 
could do. It was hell,” she 
said.

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Lululemon 
gear flies 
off shelves 


Lululemon Athletica Inc. 
is struggling to restock 
shelves with its popular 
yoga and running gear af¬ 
ter a better-than-expected 
holiday sales rush, it said 
yesterday. 

“With this kind of 
growth, of course, its like 
trying to ride a rocket 
ship," the retailer’s chief 
financial officer John Cur¬ 
rie told an audience dur¬ 
ing a presentation in 
California. 

The retailer caught up 
to demand in the third 
quarter of 2010, only to 
fall behind again during 
the holiday season. 

The inventory issues are 
largely a by-product of the 
company’s run away suc¬ 
cess. 

Lululemon estimates 
that it sold over S700 mil¬ 
lion of product in fiscal 
2010 — a 55 per cent in¬ 
crease from 2009. It says 
2010 saw the highest 
same-store sales growth in 
the company’s history.

Loonie will stay 
at par with U.S. 
dollar: Flaherty 

O Finance minister says high Canadian dollar 
reflects the country’s ‘sound fiscal situation’ 


The Canadian loonie will 
hover at parity with the U.S. 
dollar for some time to 
come, and deservedly so 
thanks to Canada’s eco¬ 
nomic strength. Finance 
Minister Jim Flaherty said 
yesterday. 

“This is a new world,” 
Flaherty told reporters after 
speaking about controlling 
debt at a think-tank discus¬ 
sion at the Woodrow Wil¬ 
son International Center 
for Scholars in the U.S. capi¬ 
tal. 

The loonie’s been at or 
near parity with the U.S. 
currency for weeks, which- 
causes headaches for Cana¬ 
dian exporters who get paid 
in American dollars. 



That’s why Ottawa is 
throwing a lifeline to ex¬ 
porters and manufacturers 
by lowering corporate tax¬ 
es, reducing tariffs and ex¬ 
tending an accelerated 
capital cost write-off, Fla¬ 
herty said.

It takes me a while to settle 
into a new city. 

A few years will pass as 
I learn about its peo¬ 
ple, its feel, its 
rhythm. And then, 
suddenly, I’ll be hit 
with the thought that 
always occurs to me when I real¬ 
ize a place, once strange, is now 
home: Man, I’ve got to get out of 
here. 

Itchy feet and cabin fever 
don’t even begin to describe 
what I feel in my most 
wanderlustful moments. 
Something clinical to reflect the 
seriousness of the condition 
would be more appropriate: Soul- 
riasis, maybe. 

I’ve been in Toronto for two 
and a half years and Canada, gen¬ 
erally, for five — an unusually 
long time for me in both cases. 


Normally, when it comes to 
cities, I’m just a gigolo. Truth is, 
I’ve fooled around with at least 
one city in every province, not to 
mention a little something-some¬ 
thing on the side in 
Africa, Europe, and 
New Zealand. Some 
towns, I don’t even 
remember their 
names. “Sorry, 

Toronto the Good. 

That’s just how I 
roll.” 

Why do I need to 
get away? I barely 
understand the 
question. It’s like being asked 
why I need to eat, or drink, or 
watch Futurama marathons. It’s 
just something that needs to be 
done. I’m frankly baffled by any¬ 
body who would prefer to stay 
where they are. 

My father, for one, frequently 


acts like there are “BEYOND THIS 
POINT THERE BE DRAGONS” 
signs greeting anyone who would 
dare leave New Brunswick. And 
he’s not alone: I was once on a 
ferry off the coast 
of New Brunswick 
when a stranger 
next to me 
remarked how 
beautiful the view 
was. “Yes,” I 
agreed. “I’ve been 
everywhere,” the 
man continued.

Nova Scotia. Every¬ 
where.

It’s not that I judge people like 
him, so much as I consider them 
part of a different species.

Though it 
might seem to some like I’m run¬ 


ning away from family or respon¬ 
sibilities, the truth is I’m a better 
person when I travel: I read 
more; I learn more; I live in the 
moment. 

And I’m way more accepting 
of things as they are. Missing a 
city bus when I’m home will 
make me grumpy. But getting 
bad service in Vienna? Charming. 
Nearly freezing overnight in a 
tent in New Zealand? Awesome. 
Passing out from food poisoning 
in Zimbabwe? That’s an 
adventure. 

Sony, Canada. It’s better for 
both of us if I see other cities. It 
will just be for a few weeks this 
summer. I’ll totally call on your 
birthday.

Eclectic French director 
Michel Gondry makes his 
first bid at a big-budget 
studio tent-pole with The 
Green Hornet, based on 
the 1940s radio program 
and 1960s TV series. Metro 
caught up with Gondry to 
discuss his sketching 
habit, dealing with racial 
issues and avoiding inti¬ 
macy on screen. 

Do you still create extensive 
storyboards for your work? 

My first movie, Human Na¬ 
ture, I did every single shot 
in stoiyboard because the 
budget was small and I 


wanted to do everything, 
like a piece of Lego. Every 
set was conceived and 
done on stage. And then I 
realized it suffocated the 
actor a little bit. So since 
then I decided that when it 
concerns only the actor, I 
will not storyboard. It will 
be open to conversation at 
the last minute. Now when 
there are 10 cars flipping 
and exploding, and the 
building is exploding and 
falling apart, then you 
have to do some story¬ 
boards. 

With the character of Kato, 
The Green Hornet has had 
some unpleasant racial con¬ 
notations associated with it. 
How did you work to avoid 
or address those? 


To me, that was the main 
thing. Even in the draft I 
had 10 years ago or 15 
years ago, he was still the 
servant. It was very conde¬ 
scending to have him as 
the servant. That was one 
thing we didn’t want to 
have in this movie. But 
you know what’s really 
funny, and a thing I don’t 
understand? People criti¬ 
cized us that we took a real 
Chinese actor — actually 
he’s from Taiwan — to 
have a bigger market. But 
it’s so funny because the 
problem of all the Ameri¬ 
can movies I can remem¬ 
ber is that they would 
never take a real Chinese 
person to do a Chinese 
character. David Carradine 
played Kung Fu, which was 


supposed to be played by 
Bruce Lee — it was a con¬ 
cept by Bruce Lee. But they 
didn’t want him because 
he was too Chinese. And 
here we take a real Chi¬ 
nese actor, and people still 
complain. There is always 
room for complaint. 

You’ve mentioned avoiding 
including much of a love sto¬ 
ry in this film because you 
thought it would be too dis¬ 
tracting. 

Not that I’m somebody 
pure who never sees sex in 
movies and everything like 
that, but a lot of time I feel 
uncomfortable when peo¬ 
ple get too intimate on the 
screen. I remember with 
Kate Winslet and Jim Car¬ 
rey we had some pretty 


hot scenes (in Eternal Sun¬ 
shine of the Spotless 
Mind), and once I was in 
there, I was, “OK, put your 
hand in his pants and go 
for it.” Then when you 
man the camera, you go 
for it. But I generally don’t 
like to watch the scene. 
And I remember they 
asked me if Kirsten Dunst 
could be topless, and I did¬ 
n’t want to ask her. They 
made me ask her, they 
forced me to ask her, the 
producer. And I did it, and 
she said to me, “No. The 
only director that I would 
get my bra off for would be 
(Pedro) Almodovar, not 
you.” It was really embar¬ 
rassing because I didn’t 
want her to do it in the 
first place.

Dining area

Low built-ins were 
installed under the horizon¬ 
tal window ledge to create 
much needed storage and 
to serve as a display shelf 
for artwork and decorative 
items. 

“The view was complete¬ 
ly undesirable, so I used the 
old trick of bringing the fo¬ 
cal point forward so that 
the eye stops at an interest¬ 
ing painting or items rather 
than looking outside." 

Simple window 
treatments offer privacy 
and diffuse the view while 


still allowing light to flow 
into the living area. 

Not hanging drapery 
panels helped to keep a 
clean, modern feeling to 
the room. Textured seagrass 
wallpaper creates an unex¬ 
pected focal wall that 
grounds the heaviest piece 
of furniture and also the pi¬ 
ano.
